SUBIECT : GBA Guard Force ~- "Wives Day" 


l. Thie memorandum contalns a recommendation for your 
approval; such recommendation is contained in paragraph 4. 


2. Increased threats to domestic Agency installations and 
personne! heve again focused the importance of a highly motivated, 
dedicated guard force, which is our first line of defense. The 
Agency undoubtedly hase the best uniformed guard force in the 
GSA; thelr response to the increased burdens resulting from a 
more alert security posture has been very gratifying. 


3. Itis, therefore, timely to acknowledge their contribution 
through a motivational program which would help the individual officer 
to identify more closely with the Agency. The "Wives Day" program 
appeara to be ideally suited for this purpose. I propose a "Wives 
Day" format which would include an addresa by the Deputy Director 
for Support or Director of Security followed by the movie, "A Need 
to Kaow, " § Sgur of the open areas of the Headquarters Building. 
Lunch in the Cafeteria would be optional. This function would 
be open to badged USSP personne! and wives only.
